ae. The Contractor shail fabricate o test wing panel using a rubber- 
tged coating of lightweight mterial. The model of the wing panel can 
be rectangular in plan form but mst be typical of an eirplane wing. The 
patel shall be at least the geni-span of an airplane having as aspect 
ratio not leas than 9. ‘The wing sectional thickness ahall be no greater 
than 10%. ‘he wing root attachment shall be so provided as to simulate 
a typicel atreraft wing in transmitting wing loading into the airplane 
framevork. 


>. The Contractor shall test the wing panel for its ability to with- 
atand without unusual deformation the uniformly dietributed and concen- 
trated loadings vhich an airplane wing is subjected to in all aspects of 
flight including those experienced from beginning of take-off roll 
throughout flight and ending at termination of landing roll. Further, 
the wing cross section profile should not distort to such loadings to 
the extent that flow characteristics become altered from the besic air 
flow characteristics which thet airfoil section would exhibit if it were 
a rigid section operating at the particular Mach number and anbient at- 
mospheric conditions under consideration.
